But this business of making natural parks a place for “the} 
public” was not new to him (he was in charge of the work on the 
John Dean Park out Saanich way), so he was soon at work, making 
plans for his new love. 

In the six years he has been up at the summit he has scen 
the new highway completed. He has supefvised the cutting of 
trails, clearing of campsites, building of a lodge and of maintenance 
offices*of logs and stone. He has arranged for erection of rustic 
tables under the trees at the campsites, open-air fireplaces, and for 
trailer and automobile accommodation at these same sites, where 
you can pitch a tent or roll up in a sleeping bag if you wish. 


Campsites Filled by Mid-Afternoon 


“Only don’t expect to roll in to any of these campsites later 
than 4 o'clock in the afternoon during the summer,” Bob Boyd 
says,.“‘they are always filled up by that time.” 

“Sure, we have thousands of people drive through the park in 
a season,” he went on, “but they haven't really begun to see it yet.” 

, We™sat on the log step, and Bob Boyd told me of the lookout 
on “Windy Joe,” 6,000 feet high, “Good trail right up to it,” he 
said, “and when you get there, you can see clear down to the 
United States border.” 

He spoke of trails up Frosty Mountain and some now unde1 
construction to mountain park land on the plateaus, where hikers, 
riders and campers “get all the outdoors they want.” 

In the future he hopes to see a museum of curios. and relics 
of the park, and a tree display, in a grove back in the-shadow of 
the. mountains, showing the various species of growth in the area 
and tame beaver pens where the working of this animal may be 
easily observed. : 

“And winter sports,” he repeated, “we're building additional 
roadside campsites right now, some with cabin facilities with hot 
Water showers. 

“We're getting ready for the skiiers,” he said with a quick 
smile, “I'm betting that once they find snow conditions are right 
and the slopes just what the doctor ordered, they'll be up here.” 

He pushed his hat to the back of his head and pointed a hara 
brown finger at me, “And we'll be ready for-them.”

Canada Could 
Supply Oil 
Says Briton 


BIRMINGHAM. Eng.,Nov. 12 
(Reuters)—Canada could. provide 
oil supplies “for many years” if 
Middle East royalty demands 
“went crazy,” Dr. G. Tugendhat, 
managing director of Manchester 
Oil Refineries, said here. 

Oil companies have risked mil- 
lions of pounds when oil supply 
and demand was unsure, he said. 
Now those who contributed noth- 
ing to oil production are asking 
for higher royalties 

“There is one consolation and 
it would be well for the Middle 
East sheiks to remember 
Tugendhat said 

“We know today that Canadian 
oil resources are no less than 
those of the Middle East. While 
oil companies cannot be expected 
to accept losses of investments, 
if . the Middle East became 
crazy and drove its royaity-policy 
to the point where it became un 
economical, we have in Canada 
today a new field which contains 
such reserves that we need nat 
fear any exhaustion in oil sup- 
plies for many*years.”

Diet, Cleansing Aid 
In Conquering. Acne 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 
Acne (adolescent pimples) does 
not constitute a- problem in diag 


nosis. Anybody can tell what it is 
But it is not a condition to ignore, 


and thousands of youngsters in 


their ‘teens become afflicted with 
it each year for the first time 
Although the majority outgrow 
acne eventually without scarring 
of the skin, it comes at a time of 
life when youngsters are terribly 
self-conscious anyway, and blem 
ishes on the skin can ahd do make 


this self - consciousness much 


worse 
Acne apears for the most part 


on the face, neck, upper part of 


the chest and shoulders, The, pim 


ple usually starts as a reddish 


lump which is slightly tender to 
touch. It often develops into a 
“white head,” which actually con 
|sists of a mixture of pus, -germs, 
skin oil and destroyed tissue cells 
The pimple may be near the sur- 
face of the skin or quite deep 

In the milder cases, the pimples 
are spaced rather widely apart 
and are near the surface. In more 
severe ones they are closer to- 
gether, break out more frequently 
and burrow deeper into the skin 
MAY LEAVE SCAR 

When a white head forms, the 
top of the pustule finally breaks 
open,-—the pus escapes, a crust 
jforms and healing.takes place. If 
the pustule has been large and 
deep, a permanent scar may be 
left; though this 
the exception rather 
rule.

New Wrinkles 


Infection alone aimost certainly 
does not explain the development 
of acne.- Because acne is most 
common and usually most severe 
during the period of adolescence 
in both boys and girls it almost 
certainly 
changes in the glands and hor- 
mones which take place at that 
time, but heemone, treatment is 
almost invariably disappoffting. 

Diet plays a part. Many, if not 
most, adolescents have a craving 
for sweets, and sweets (especially 
chocolate) almost invariably make 
acne worse, as do nuts and cheese 


MAINTAIN ACTIVITIES 


Cleansing treatments, applica- 
tions to the skin and general at 
tention to the health are all indi- 
cated 

A youngster with acne should 
make a'special effort to overcome 
the self-consciousngss which acne 
brings, and should force himself 
or herself take part in all 
social functions to which he or 
she would like to go otherwise 

Family and friends should be 
careful not to make remarks 
which will add to the self-con- 
sciousness. Comments on the

Who can be classed as depend 
ents under B.C.’s hospital insur 
ance plan? 

This question has been asked 
of B.C.H.LS. officials ever since 
the. scheme’s inception in 1949, 
and even more so since the gov 
ernment made certain changes in 
regulations governing depen 
dency. 

For the benefit of those who 
are still uncertain, here's a list 
of persons who may be claimed 
as dependents by the head of a 
family 

1. The spouse of the head of 
a family. 

2. Persons mainly supported 
by the head of a family and over 
whom, in law or in fact, the head 
of a family has complete custody 
and control (whether exercised 
jointly with another person or 
not): 

(a) who are under 16 years 
of* age; 

(b) who are married, over 15 
years of age (ie; who have 
reached their 16th birthday) and 
under 19 years of age. 


3. Students (at a secondary 


4. Persons financially depen- 
dent on the head of a family: 

(a) who are his parent or 
parent-in-law, grandparent or 
grandparent-in-law; 

(b) through physical or men- 
tal infirmity, over 18 years of 
age, who are his son or daughter, 
son-in-law or daughter-in-law, 
brother or sister, brother-in-law 
or sister-in-law. 

Because the terms “supported 
by,” “dependent on,” and “infirm- 
ity” can be given somewhat elas- 
tic interpretations, the regula- 
tions¢add the protective stipula- 
tion that claims ‘for dependency 
must be proven to the satisfac- 
tion of Commissioner L. F. Det- 
willer.
